SUBJECT : AMWHIP/I Meeting, New York City, 
28-29 Feb 1964,

1. Meeting Time/Place: AMWHIP/I's office, 31 W. 
ATth St., New York City, Friday, 25 Feb. and Saturday, 29 Feb. 
Accounting below is composite of the two meetings. 


2. Purpose of ‘Meeting. To discuss course of action _ 


by AMWHIP in response to his_receipt of word from AMLASH via “ 
a letter sent from Paris by (Carlos Jorge ROBRENQ, aka TEL Mago") oG 


3. Details of Meeting. ob 
a. On 27 Feb, A/i called the writer via sterile 
phone to say that he had received a letter srom ROBRENO }(R) 
postmarked 25 Feb., Paris. In one paragraplt, Njstated that he 
had been given several "“encargos" from AMALSH for A/1 to be 
"transmitted personally" (see attached copy of letter). Since 
the above information was not mentioned in the clear over the 
phone, it was decided that the writer should meet with A/1 in 
order to see the letter personally and to guide A/1 in any 
subsequent steps, The writer arrived at A/l's office at

b. It was A/I's impression that the "encargos" 
cited in. the letter included things beyond personal requests, 
but he was not absolutely certain of this interpretation due 
to the brevity of the paragraph. To resolve this expeditiously 
as requested in'the letter, jt Mid decided that A/1L should call 
Paris and talk directly with(R)?avoiding, of course, any phone 
call to the Cuban Embassy there. To uchieve this, it first ¢

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0100 Paris time, but received no return call. 


06 c. During the period subsequent to the call to 
(FERNANDEZ the writer discussed the situation with Afi. It 
was agrecdothat there was Little we could do until we had 
heard from R)himself. The writer also took this opportunity to 
let Af kiiow that we were rather concerned .over the arrival - 
-oGor[R)jwith a message from AMLASH, particularly if indeed it. 
has-any connection With AMLASH's , future plans. (We knew also 
_at this time via the PARI cablep?but did not so state to A/l, 
of that Ryhad evealed to TRASANCQ) that he also expecte another 
"courier", {Jose Alberto IBARRA Martin, aka "rE?
